Prince Georges County 


The history of Crossland Senior High School is one of 
continuous expansion and advancement. Situated on 32 
acres in Camp Springs, Maryland, Crossland was open 
for the first time in 1963. Academic and business students 
entered an air-conditioned building complete with 
spacious classrooms containing modern business 
equipment and audio-visual materials. A science wing 
with well-equipped laboratories for classrooms, two 
language laboratories, and a driving simulator room were 
other facilities provided for Crossland Cavaliers. 

The school year 1966-67 brought another innovation at 
Crossland — the addition of a 22-room vocational wing. 
Offering one of the finest Vocational Technical Training 
Programs in the state, Crossland proudly passed another 
milestone in June 1969 when the first class of vocational 
students received their diplomas. 

Further expansion in the size of Crossland’s student 
body necessitated the construction of two temporary 
buildings in the 1968-69 school year. 

Demonstrating concern in the preparation of each 
Cavalier to live in the world of today, Crossland has and 
will continue to provide modern educational facilities for 
all of its students.

Crossland’s first official °68-"69 activity proved to be a 
foreshadowing of all future events — Great!!! The 
Victory Dance, sponsored by the Seniors, had been in the 
planning stages since summer, and lavish decorations, 
constructed by enthusiastic and artistic students, greeted 
old and new Cavaliers on September 14 as they 
celebrated the first football victory of the year. Spectators 
packed into brown paper stadiums viewed the events of 
the evening from the kick-off at 8:00 p.m. to the final 
trash-empty at 11:00 p.m. plus. The La Monts provided 
the background music for Cavaliers to welcome new 
Sophomores and admire summer tans of friends not seen 
since June.

Springs slept, tired but enthusiastic Cavaliers were adding 
the last coats of paint to make their floats parade-worthy 
or securing balloons to the ceiling of the Multi-Purpose 
room in preparation for the dance that evening. All 
thoughts of clean-up the following day or that 
unstudied-for exam on Monday vanished as curler-clad 
girls and sleepy-eyed guys concentrated on making 
Crossland’s third annual Homecoming, “Crossland Scores 
Again!!!,” most successful and unique. 

Crossland’s Cavalier Players, kicked off the 
Homecoming weekend with a special presentation of 
“Teahouse of the August Moon” on Friday evening, 
October 25. Another newly established tradition was the 
Alumni Tea given on Saturday morning by the Class of 
°69 to provide Alumni with an informal class reunion. 

The tea was followed by a rush to the stadium to find 
good seats for the game between Crossland and 
Surrattsville. The band, majorettes, pom-pon girls, and 
cheerleaders were assembled on the field, waiting for the 
team. As the team ran onto the field, the crowd rose, the 
familiar strains of the Fight Song arousing the 
never-ending Cavalier Spirit. 

Crossland’s gallant Cavalier added to the festivities by 
bringing with him the “BIG BOX.” Spirit spread 
throughout the crowd as each person entering the home 
bleachers was presented with a bag of confetti and the 
words to Crossland’s Alma Mater and Fight Song; 
compliments of the Cavalier and the “BIG BOX.” 

The highlight of the half-time activities was the 
presentation of the 1969 Homecoming Court and Queen. 
Sophomore Princesses Gail Roy and Sandra Willsie were 
introduced and escorted onto the field followed by Junior 
Princesses Pam MacDonald and Vickie Willsie. Seniors 
Gwen Grossmiller, Sue McFarland, Kate McClain, 
Ginny Walsh, and Judy Williams nervously awaited the 
decision. Football Captains Rick Bailey and Nick Mona, 
after much deliberation, crowned Kate McClain 1969 
Homecoming Queen and presented her with a bouquet 
of roses. She was escorted down the red carpet and into 
her car as she and her court rode in review of the 
spectators. 

An exciting game ended in a Cavalier victory over the 
Hornets 13-7. Amid flowing streamers and the scream of 
horns, hoarse Cavaliers made their way home, returning 
that evening to find Crossland scoring again with a dance 
honoring, in decorations, the achievements of her classes 
6669. Entertainment was provided by the Tuesday 
Boots, and the Homecoming Court was formally 
presented as the Queen and her escort began the Court 
Dance.

In County And District 


For the third consecutive year, Crossland trackmen 
took home another county trophy after sweeping the 
meet under the lights at Northwestern. A week later, the 
Cavaliers repeated their championship form in _ the 
District Meet at Crossland and not only won the contest, 
but qualified the most men for the State Meet in 
Baltimore. 

Heading off the thinclads distance department were 
Don Jones, Charlie Kimmey, Jens Rygh, and Steve Van 
Ness. These four seniors comprised the two-mile relay 
team which took honors in the Penn. State Relays. 

In the six field events, Crossland was rather weak the 
entire season. Pole vaulter Rick Rinn posted the only 
new school record. However, new men which showed 
promise were Dean Williams in the discus, Bob Holmes 
in the triple jump, and Ed Gibbons in the high jump. 

Crossland’s history of strong sprinters was upheld by 
this year’s group of record-breaking runners. Among this 
group were Mike Edds, Bob Bosler, Dave Ford, and Lou 
Farri. This foursome made up the 880-yard relay team 
which placed third in the State Meet. Two members of 
the team, Bob Bosler and Dave Ford, had earlier excelled 
in the meet by setting new school records in the 100 and 
220-yard dashes. Despite these strong showings, 
Crossland placed a disappointing sixth in the State Meet 
at Dulaney High School.

County Championship 


For the third consecutive year, Crossland’s fighting 
Cavaliers ended their football season in first place, 
sharing the Prince Georges’ County AA title with High 
Point. Both teams finished with identical 7-1 league 
records, while Crossland added another victory to their 
overall record by defeating Central, 21-12, in a 
non-league game. 

Looking for revenge from two previous meetings, 
Northwestern proved to be the spoiler and upset the 
Cavaliers, 20-18. High Point lost their only game to 
Crossland in a one point thriller, 7-6, and in their final 
contest edged Northwestern 20-19 to gain a share of the 
title. 

Crossland’s powerful defense again proved itself the 
most devastating in the league by allowing only nine 
touchdowns in nine games. Three shut-outs were credited 
to the defenders as the offenses of Bowie, Oxon Hill, 
and Suitland tried in vain to reach the goal line. Senior 
Nick Mona, a stand out in his three years as a linebacker, 
again took honors as he was selected for the second 
defensive team of the county. End David Ford and 
defensive back Steve Carpenter were also chosen to the 
All County team. 

A potent offense balanced the Cavalier team. In the air 
and on the ground Crossland’s well-drilled ends and 
backs scored 28 touchdowns and proceeded to demoralize 
the opposing defenses with steady drives and 
long-yardage plays.

After several seasons of mediocrity, the Crossland 
basketball team showed their true form and captured 
third place in Prince Georges AA competition. With an 
overall record of 11-6, which included a victory over 
non-league Arundel, the Cavalier cagers displayed a 
strong, unified form which had seldom been seen on the 
home court before. Part of the reason for this was the 
return of three varsity players fromilas year, Paul Van 
Cleef, Doug Sills, and Dean Williams. Alternating and 
frequently starting were two members of last year’s J.V. 
team, Phil Taylor and Steve Buell. 

Taking advantage of his experienced starters, Coach 
LaFontaine whipped them into a tight offensive and 
defensive unit.

The 1968-69 sports season brought a new form of 
competition to the Crossland athletic scene with the 
introduction of the wrestling team. Although this sport 
had already been adopted by fnost of the schools in the 
county, the wrestling program at Crossland was 

reviously limited to the gym classes. With plenty of raw 
but eager material, Coach Sipe began by teaching his 
team the fundamentals of competition wrestling. Only 
three members, Bob Klaus, Randy Webster and Pat 
Stone, had previous experience. 

The ambitious grapplers anticipated a winning season 
but lacked the experience of the other teams. Although 
they didn’t win a match, the Cavalier matmen performed 
well against Parkdale, Northwestern, Oxon Hill and 
Bladensburg. These matches were marked by exciting 
finishes as Crossland almost posted come-from-behind 
victories. These successful finishes were due to the 
excellent performances of the wrestlers in the heavier 
weight classes — Dave Allwine, Randy Webster and Bud 
Hanbury.

Indoor Track 


Crossland Trackmen 
Prepare For Spring 


Aspiring to make a strong impression in the coming 
season, Crossland trackmen began their conditioning 
during the long winter months. To many of the young 
athletes the word “indoor” was deceiving as they found 
themselves practicing long hours outside in freezing 
temperatures. Four invitational meets, two at the D.C. 
Armory and two at the Baltimore Civic Center, made up 
the entire season schedule. Running and competing with 
some of the strongest schools in Maryland, the indoor 
trackmen did not place high as a team, however several 
individuals gave excellent performances. Steve 
DeMedicis, in his second year as a hurdler, took first in 
the 60-yard high hurdles at the State Invitational in 
Baltimore and second in the D.C. Invitational. A 
newcomer, Mike Gulino, also stood out as he finished 
second in the 100-yard dash at the D.C. armory. The 880 
relay team, Gulino, Lou Farri, Rene Varrin, and Dave 
Ford, overcame several problems to place second at the 
same meet. 

Coach Pitts constantly expressed the importance of 
good basic style and form to his younger competitors 
while he polished up the performances of the more 
experienced boys. As a result, the team completed a good 
season overall and assured Crossland of a strong outdoor 
team in the coming spring. 

A very special member of the CHS cross-country, 
indoor, and outdoor track teams ever since her 
sophomore year is Jane Hill. Having become interested 
in track after watching a former Crossland student win a 
televised indoor meet, Jane’s first coach was Crossland’s 
own Mr. Stan Pitts. After a short and unsatisfactory 
affiliation with the Sports International Club in 
Washington, Jane waited the necessary time and then 
joined the Frederick Track and Field Club. 

Since then she has become a national figure in 
women’s track competition. Specializing in the two mile, 
Jane has also competed in the 880-yard and mile events. 
In the summer of 1968, Jane won the State, Regional, 
and National Junior Olympic 880 run for the 14-17 age 
group and scored an upset victory in the 1500 meter 
event, thus qualifying for the Women’s Olympic Trials. 
Running against top national runners, Jane was unable to 
qualify. This year Jane was named the South Atlantic 
AAU outstanding woman competitor in cross-country 
and track. At this pace Jane may someday inspire other 
girls by her success in the individualist field of 
International Women’s Track.

Of Science At CHS 


With three science clubs at CHS, interested Cavaliers 
were able to question and _ investigate various 
fundamentals of science and biology. Students were 
provided with the opportunity to increase their 
knowledge through individual and group research. 

The two biology clubs in Crossland, the Linnaeus 
Biology Club and the Golgi Body, spent much of their 
time after school in the lab.

Implementing a new system of organization, the 
Guidance Department marked the start of a new 
program by assigning each student a permanent 
counselor for his stay at Crossland.

Video Tape Machine 
Benefits Cavaliers 


Mr. Gary, Crossland’s librarian, suggests that the 
library's name be changed to “The Instructional 
Materials Center.” His reasoning is simple: With the 
addition of a video tape machine, more tape recorders, 
record players, records, film projectors, and film strips to 
the ever increasing number of books and periodicals, all 
forms of learning aids are now available to Crossland’s 
students. 

Because of the need for larger library facilities, the 
reference section expanded into the library classroom. 
Approximately 15,000 volumes are on the shelves at 
present, with 2,000 more on order. However, the rapid 
growth of Crossland’s enrollment still challenges the 
adequacy of its library. Mr. Gary has expressed his 
dream that a school branch library be constructed 
somewhere near the school grounds, in order to more 
ably serve the students. 

With the continued offering of a developmental 
reading program, the teacher and the students involved 
hoped to attain two objectives, correcting the 
comprehension problems of each individual and helping 
to increase reading speed and vocabulary.

Future Scientists 


Utilize Laboratories 


What happens when... 
The proteins in a cell become too numerous? 
You mix oxygen and hydrogen? 
You cross positive and negative poles? 
This year, in answering these and other questions, 
students in six different courses learned the scientific 
procedures of observation, study, and experimentation. 

Biology, a required subject for all sophomores, 
introduced the secrets of plant and animal life. Advanced 
Biology, offered to upperclassmen, dealt with detailed 
aspects of heredity, photosynthesis, and ecology. Students 
who wished to learn about the structure and composition 
of matter took Chemistry or Chemistry A, a more 
advanced course with a greater amount of work done in 
the laboratory. The laws of nature and the properties of 
matter were the major topics taught in the course of 
Physics. Those students desiring to learn about many of 
the various aspects of science, but in less depth, were 
offered Physical Science. 

Well-equipped laboratories, textbooks containing the 
most up-to-date scientific data, and a well-balanced 
curriculum all contributed to make the Science 
Department one of vital interest to the academic student.

Sketching and letting chips fall where they may.. . 
Courses in varying levels of woodworking, metal shop, 
and mechanical drawing proved useful to industrial arts 
students. Working with experimentation and _ testing, 
group and unit projects, and in line production, students 
gained valuable experience. 

Classrooms were sometimes set up to simulate a small 
business, with positions of responsibility delegated to 
enterprising students. Basic skills of craftsmanship were 
practiced in these situations.

Students in the upper levels of the course actually 
designed houses and worked with many of the aspects of 
house construction. Cost analysis of a house and research 
on pertinent topics were also required. Neatness and 
accuracy were two ideals strived for by the pupils of the 
three industrial arts teachers.

New Coordinator Aids 


Vocational Program 


Already in its third year, the vocational department 
continued to provide a wide variety of course offerings, 
ranging from data processing and automotives to 
dressmaking and food preparation. 

In order to make increased opportunities to join the 
industrial world available to the students, the role of 
vocational coordinator was created. Achieving better 
contact with the industrial world and the various 
professions was the chief concern of the coordinator. 

For the first time much .of the school clerical work, 
including the compiling of absentee lists and other data, 
was handled by computer. Teachers and members of the 
data processing classes were responsible for the smooth 
programming of the computer. 

The vocational curriculum provided a complete course 
of study in each of the numerous fields open to the 
students. First year students usually followed a general 
course of studies in order to decide upon a specific course 
of study. Specialization in a particular area was climaxed 
in the last year of the three-year program when students 
were permitted to gain work experience in their field 
outside of school. Upon completion of the entire program, 
students graduated with a strong foundation of skills 
needed to help them advance in their trade or profession. 

The students and teachers continued to perform many 
services vital to student life. Mr. Powell and his printing 
students were given veteran status in the art of printing 
dance tickets, Honor Society programs, and spirit fliers. 
Under the direction of Mr. Crowe, students in air 
conditioning and refrigeration produced more than 
enough ice cubes to chill all the cokes at school dances. 
Many of the stars of the 1968-1969 drama season spent 
several hours having their hair styled by the cosmetology 
students under the watchful eye of Mrs. Allder.

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Driver education 


Students Prepare For 
Hazards Of Driving 


Realizing the great number of students already driving 
today and the great many who are becoming of age to 
drive, Crossland continued its extensive driver education 
program. Driver Education was administered in two 
programs: during the physical education classes and after 
school. Minimum student qualifications for the course 
were being fifteen years of age and at least a sophomore. 

Consisting of three phases, classroom instruction, 
simulator practice, and behind-the-wheel training, the 
program’s main goal was to make Crossland’s students 
safe and knowledgeable drivers. To achieve this goal, a 
staff of four teachers instructed the prospective drivers in 
the skills of defensive driving and even the workings of a 
car engine. Besides thirty hours of classroom instruction, 
all students receiving certificates have experienced at least 
three hours at the wheel and nine hours observing other 
student drivers. 

A recent Maryland law stipulated driver education as a 
mandatory requirement for those wishing to obtain a 
liscense at the age of sixteen. In compliance with the law, 
Crossland continued an effective program which enabled 
students to apply for a learner’s permit upon turning 
sixteen.

Developed by the students of Crossland in an effort to 
provide a solid and broad base for the effective planning 
of school projects and to promote a mature sense of 
citizenship in each student, the Student Government is 
not so much an organization as it is a system of 
organization for student self-government in the 
framework of Crossland Senior High School. 

There are three distinct areas of responsibilities. The 
first is the legislative body whose purpose is to represent 
the student body.
